Closet-Nearly Twenty Mills at

LONG STRUGGLE PROBABLE 


Due to Refusal to Pay Two Dollars 


For Eight Hour Day to Firemen- 
Two Concerns Have Granted He- 
quest—Labor Troubles Elsewhere 


Holyeke, Mass., June 3.—The largest 


strike in western Massachusetts in re- 
cent years began when 2000 paper- 
makers left their places of employment 
in the paper mills in this city.' 


This means that nearly 20 establish- 


ments are closed, and will be closed for 
some time, as both sides to the contro- 
versy are firnof. 


The strike is the result of the refusal 


of the ownes" of the mills to grant the 
firemen an 8-hour day with a minimum 
wage of $2. The mills asked until Jjily 
8 to consider the matter. 


The firemen decided upon Saturday 


«S the time limit, and their position was 
Indorsed By Eagle lodge of papermak- 
cr§, the strongest lodge of the order in 
the country. 


Mayor Ohapin and representatives of 


the Business Men's association tried up 
to the last minute to bring about some 
sort of a settlement, but their labors 
were in vain. It is understood that the 
state board of arbitration will come here 
today. 


George B. Holbrook of the American 


iWriting Paper company, which has 11 
mills affeeted, said that the proposal of 
the company presented to the firemen 
on Tuesday night was final; that the 
company had nothing more to do with 
the men, but awaited results. 
He de- 


plored the action of the tour workers 
and regretted that they did not see fit 
to accept the proposition of the com- 
pany. 
Mr. Holbrook said that, in his 


opinion, the proposition of the company 
Was fafc to all concerned, and he at- 
tached blame f er the action of the tour 
workers to unwise leadership, 


The Valley Paper company and the 


Whiting Paper company are not af- 
fected, having granted the requests of 
the firemen. 


Meetings of the flremen were held last 


evening, and it was voted to call a 
meeting of the women operatives for 
tomorrow evening, at which time a 
union will be instituted. Pickets will 
be posted at all of the mills. . 


Advised Not to Join Militia 


Boston, June 3.—Action was taken at 


yesterday's meeting of the Central La- 
bor union declaring against the advis- 
ability of members of organized labor 
Joining the ranks of the militia because 
"pxperience-has taught that it is the 
purpose of the ruling class (the capital- 
iiitic exploiters) to use the military or- 
ganizations and national guard to main- 
tain the present enslavement of the la- 
boring class, and to maintain the unjust 
decisions of the courts in injunction 
eases." 


Without Recognition of Union 


Hartford, June 3.—The striking ma- 


chinists employed by the Pratt & Cady 
company, about 135 m number, have ac- 
cepted the terms of the company, which 
include the granting of the nine-hour 
day with 10 hours' pay, without recog- 
nition of the uniou. They returned to 
work today. 
In this action they follow 


,the eX&mple set by the 1SOO striking em- 
ployes of the Pratt & Whitney and the 
'American Bicycle company's shops. 


Boston Labor Troubles 


Boston, June 3.—The nine-hour com- 


mittee of the Machinists' union esti- 
mates that 2200 machinists in Boston 
and vicinity have secured the 9-hour 
work day and advance in wages de- 
rnanded, and that 5000 other workers 
within the territory named have se- 
cured shorter hours. The machinists' 
strike is now confined to five shops, em- 
ploying in all 1120 hands.

Situation at Philadelphia ~ 


Philadelphia, June 3-The striking 


machinists of this city have been fur- 
ther reinforced by 450 men from three 
chops.

HE CAPTURED THE SULTAN 


Tnrkey's Ruler JDecoratea Son of 


Captain Cheater of tbe Kentucky. 
The sultan g/"TutKey has just deco- 


rated a young JJew York lawyer, Clar- 
ence Chester, son of Captain Colby N. 
Chester of the navy, as a mark of his 
esteem for Captain Carter, who could 
not accept a foreign decoration without 
the consent of congress, for which he 
Jid not wish to ask, says the New York 
Sun. The decoration conferred is the 
order of the Osmanie, and the story of 
how it came about that it was bestow- 
ed upon this young American is an in- 
teresting one. 


When Captain Chester took com- 


mand of the new fiflrt class battleship 
Kentucky last fall to take her to Ma- 
nila, his term of sea service bad nearly 
expired. He was to leave the ship in 
the orient and come nome by ordinary 
travel, and the navy department per- 
mitted him to take his son with him on 
the trip. According to the Kentucky's 
schedule, her last Mediterranean stop 
before making PorJ Said was to be Na- 
ples. Everywhere she went she was 
received with the greatest attention, as 
she was the first of the new American 
battleships to go to the Mediterranean. 
At Naples orders ->~ ere received for i&3 
Kentucky to go to Smyrna to mat la 
for several days. 


When she reached that port, a Turk- 


ish admiral and a commodore came 
aboard her to pay an official call. They 
were greatly interested in her and went 
from the ship directly to the governor's 
residence, whence a cable dispatch was 
sent to tbe sultan. Shortly after the 
cable communication sent to the sultan 
by his Smyrna officers a royal Invita- 
tion came by cable bidding Captain 
Chester and his suit to Constantinople 
to dine with the sultan. Captain Ches- 
ter accepted the courtesy, taking to the 
capital with him his eon Clarence and 
his staff. 


The sultan sent almost as soon as 


they reached the capital to inquire if 
he could decorate Captain Chester, and 
when it was explained to him that the 
captain could not accept a decoration 
the sultan sent again to know if he 
could decorate the captain's son. The 
young man was naturally pleaded to be 
the recipient of the tangible evidence 
of the sultan's desire to compliment the 
American people and said that he 
would like to have the decoration. That 
was the last he beard of It until the re-' 
ceipt tbe other day of a package con- 
taining the decoration from the Turk- 
ish minister at Washington.

, Lincoln, &«%., June 3.— Taking for his 
text the words "Emperor McKinley," 
W. J. Bryan has given out an extended 
BtiiieoieBt bearir«(j on the supreme court 
decision in the insular cases. 
Mr. 


Bryan declares the supreme court has 
joined hands with the president and 
congress in an effort to change our form 
of government, and he calls on the peo- 
ple to repudiate the verdict Mr. Bryan 
says in part: 


"By a vote of & to 4, the supreme court 


has declared President McKinley em- 
peror of Por,to Rico, and, according to 
the press (flispatches, the emperor has 
gladly and gratefully accepted the ti- 
tle conferred oipoa him by the highest 
judicial tribunal of the land. 


"Those who wer^ encouraged to be- 


lieve that the con«-Jtution had caught 
up with (ho flag were doomed to dis- 
appointment ta A f Bpwnes case. 


"The posItKi taken by the court is 


defended, or wrfhef excused, by reason- 
ing, which, if foliovre^ out, will destroy 
constitutional liber «.y to the United 
States. The decision, ia effect, declares 
that the people are not the source of 
power; it defends taxation without rep- 
resentation, and denies that govern- 
ments derive their just power from the 
consent of the governed. 


"This decision raises a political issue 


which must be settled by the people. 
The supreme court has joined with the 
president and congress in an attempt to 
change the form of our g&vernment. 


"With respect to ca l new possessions, 


the decision is an unfair one, because it 
denies to them equal trade privileges 
with other portions of the United States 
whose sovereignty has been established 
over thenu 


"Throughout the majority opinion, de- 


livered by Justice Brown, runs the 
theory teat the American congress may 
do anything not forbidden in the con- 
stitution."

Wiliem Jennings Bryan is yet a man 


the democracy must reckon with. Ha 
loses no opportunity to Increase his 
standing with" what he terms "the 
common pepple," "the rank and file" 


1 of his party. 


As he seized upon the money ques- 


tion and made an issue out of it and 


, as he seized upon the military opera- 


tion 'in the Philippines and the Porto 


i Rican act and made issues out of 
them, so he now seizes upon the su- 
preme court decisions as good material 
to keep up the fight for Bryan and the 
Bryan democracy.. He is still calling 
upon "the people," and it may be 
taken for granted that his call will 
have more effect upon his party -than 
ithe call by Watterson, who wants new 


p leaders and new issues, Bryan differs 
squarely from the republicans in all 


f they have done. Watterson wants thd 


democracy to accept what the repub- 


I Jieans have done and differ from them 


In details of policy and administra- 
tion. Bryan's argument Is the larger 
and better defined one tnd counts for 
Boye in the marshalling of a party of 
bpposition. Besides, on the matter of 
the supreme court decisions he finds 
ranged up with him strong, conservai 
tive democratic leaders, who refused 
to follow him in the past. We take it 
that Mr .Bryan is now in a position 
to make it interesting for the leaders 
of his party •who want to get rid of 
bim. 
However, it is interesting to 


listen to his comment upon the su-, 
prem'e court decision, although wl"»n 
we hear it we shall kno\v it to be 
wrong. He says: 


"By a vote of five to four the su- 


preme court has declared President 
McKInley emperor of Porto Rico, and, 
according to the press despatches, the 
emperor has gladly and gratefully ac- 
cep,ted the title conferred upon him by 
the highest judicial tribunal of the 
land. 


The position taken by the court is 


defended, or rather excused, by rea- 
soning which, if followed out, will 
destroy constitutional liberty in the 
United States, Every reason given by 
Justice Brown could be used with even 
more force to support a decision nulli- 
fying all limitations placed by tHe con- 
stitution on congress- when dealing 
With the eitisens of the several states 


r "This decision, like the Dred Scott 
decision, rUses a political issue which 
must be settled by the people. The su- 
preme court has Joined with the presi 
dent and congress in an attempt to 
change the form of tour government, 
but there yet remains an appeal to tha 
people. 


"Throughout the majority'opinion da 


1lver«d by Justice Brown runs the 
«tb*orx that the American congress 


On examining the recent decisions of 


the supreme court and noting that the 
Philippine case was held over until 
the court meets in October, we ven- 
tured the opinion that the court would 
not decide that the PC-to Rico and 
Philippine cases were " itical, and 
that the same logic appii-=d to both. 
We thought that a decision in. the 
Philippine case might hinge on the de- 
gree V5f possession the supreme court 
would consider the United States had 
gained in the Philippine archipelago. 


It will be remembeerd by Transcript 


readers that we quoted in support of 
this contention a portion of one of the 
recent opinions which held that bath 
the cession of territory by treaty and 
possession of the territory were neces- 
sary to convert it from foreign to do- 
mestic territory, and that in connec- 
tion with this we questioned whether 
the United States had "possession" of 
the Philippines up to the time of their 
pacification and the establishment of 
civil government therein within the 
correct meaning of the word posses- 


In other words, would it not be 


held that the United States, from the 
ratification of the treaty 'of peace un- 
til the establishment of civil govern- 
ment in the Philippines, was in arms 
in the island in the act of gaining 
possession by force and did not ac- 
quire that possession until it was able 
to exert its authority by the pacific 
means of civil government. 
If the 


supreme court should so hold, the ad- 
ministration would be upheld in col- 
lecting duties on' Philippine imports 
into this country under the Dingley 
tariff for the Philippines would have 
remained»foreign territory, until pos- 
session was taken. 


The Washington corrcspojadent of 


the 
Chicago Record-Herald 
claims 


that on Saturday he learned that this 
was the case, and a dispatch to his 
paper to this effect was thought wor- 
thy of reproduction in the leading jour 
nals of the country yesterday. The 
Record-Hera1:! correspondent in part 
says: 


"The supreme court has another sur 


prise in store for the country. Unless 
it changes its mind between now and 
October, the date of its next meeting 
the court will decide the Philippine 
case in favor of the government. It 
will be another decision by a divided 
bench and upon most extraordinary 
grounds, to wit:— 


1. That the United States has never 


declared its intention to retain 
the 


Philippine archipelago indefinitely, and 
the only declaration of policy which 
had been made was in the other direc- 
tion, looking toward a mere temporary 
'occupation, the United States being 
a sort of trustee for the people of the 
Philippines, as it was a trustee for the 
people of Cuba. 


2. That, In any event, the United 


States, at the time the duty com- 
plained of (the 14 diamond rings) was 
collected, the Philippines were not in 
the actual possession of the United 
States, but that the United States was 
waging war for such poss«ssion, and 
such control as the United States had 
was limited to the operations of mili- 
tary authority. 
»- 


"I a.m informed that Jhe court has 


actually decided this Philippines or 
Pepke case in favor of the government 
on the ground just stated, and that 
both Justices Brown and^jWhite are 
with the majority." 


The first article of argument by the 


correspondent may have gome merit 
and some bearing on the case, but we 
cannot accept it as consequential. A 
declaration of the United States that 
it had no intention of holding the 
Philippines permanently would argue 
in favor of the Philippines being for- 
eign, Lut A declaration that the United 
States did propose to hold the islands 
permanently or indefinitely would not 
make them domestic 
territory any 


more than a similar declaration would 
make Great Britain territory of the 
United States. 


The United States, 
in both cases, 


would first have to catch the rabbit.

NEW IDEA IN BUILDING, 


Houses Poured, Not Erected, by 


Edison's Latest Plan. 


'WOEKED OH IT SBTffiBAL TEASS,

Cement—With a Steel Skeleton, and 
the W*w Concrete, Brick and Stone

Thomas A. 'Edison, the wizard of 


eleetricity/aas discovered how to make 
"porttand cement" at an extremely 
small cost, says the New York Journal. 
This statement at first thought seems 
to be comparatively unimportant, yet 
Edison knows the immense value of hla 
discovery. He expects that his cement 
will drive out quarried stone and brick 
as building materials. 


And the wizard foresees as the result 


of his discovery that it will cost very 
little to build houses and that therefore 
rents wiU be very low. He foresees 
"small palaces" renting for $10 a 
month. He foresees that when houses 
built of his concrete and steel frames 
are erected the fire Insurance compa- 
nies will go out of business. With ce- 
ment so cheap a house will be*x"pour- 
ed," not builded, and the pouring of the 
house will occupy but a few days. The 
house will be habitable when the con- 
crete solidifies. 


The secret of making portland ce- 


ment at a cost so small has only lately 
been discovered by Mr. Edison. For 
several years he has been working on 
the cement problem and the problem of 
making cheap and practical storage 
batteries. Both inventions have now 
been perfected. 


Insurance Eng^aeering in its cur- 


rent number contains an interview of 
its editor with Mr. Edison. The In- 
ventor says that cement combined with 
steel will be the building material of 
the future and continues: 


"My impression is that the time will 


come when each contractor will have 
standard forms of houses, 20 or 30 
varieties. The forms will be made of 
wood, and a contractor, using one of 
the standard shapes, will simply go out 
and 'pour1 a house. There will proba- 
bly be hundreds of designs. The con- 
tractor will put up their concrete mixer 
and have their beams and forms ready. 
They will pour the form for the £rst 
story, and so on. 


"To do that all they will require will 


be common labor, a few men and one 
boss. That is what I think will be 
done eventually. And such a house can 
be made very cheaply. It seems to me 
there will not be much use for car- 
penters then. 
There will be cabinet 


makers, to be sure. Why, even the 
floors and stairs will be made of con- 
crete." 


Mr. Edison was asked if portland 


cement would be cheap enough for 
general use. 


"Yes, I think so," he said. "When 


the price of cement gets to be $1 a 
barrel or $5 a ton and the people know 
they can get it-for that, there will be 
enormous quantities of it used." 


The inventor said that one part of 


cement, three parts of sand and five 
parts of broken stone would be the 
mixture for concrete and that broken 
stone was better than broken brick. 


Mr. Edieon, in reply to a question as 


to the thickness of walls in the ordi- 
nary workman's house, said: 


"The bottom course ought to be of 


Portland cement 12 inches up to the 
first story and eight inches above the 
first story. The roofs will be of cement 
also."

BOERS AT ST. HELINA. 


governor Sterndale Describes 


Their Present Surroundings, 


TWO UAKPS FOB THE rRJSOIEBS, 


They Live Mostly In Huts Built by 


Themselves Oact ot Paektbar C*»e« 
and Kerosene Tins— General Cronje 
Occcpieg a SmaH Cottus*— Amtue- 
menta ot the Prisoners. 
R. A, Sterndale, governor of St Hel- 


ena, Is in England on three months' 
sick leave. 


"We lett'St Helena," said Mr. Stern- 


dale recently, to a representative of the 
London Daily Mail, "on April 10 and 
were so delayed by head winds that we 
only arrived in London this morning. 
Everything is moving on smoothly in 
the island. 


"The most prominent prisoner among 


the 4,600 Boers who are quartered 
there is of course' (Jeneral Cronje. He 
occupies a small' eight roomed cottage 
not far fK>m, government bouse and 
lives there with his wife, grandson, a 
secretary and adjutant His house has 
a comfortable veranda In front, where 
he passes most of the day smoking his 
pige. He Is In good heajth and seems 
very contented. He is not allowed to 
leave his home without an escort. 
Whenever he expresses a desire to go 
out, a carriage and pair, together with 
an escort, are always sent from govern- 
ment house. I have also offered him 
the use of saddle horses, but he only 
twice availed birnself of the privilege. 


"On two Sundays in each month he 


attends the open air service of the 
Dutch Reformed church. He is not at 
all literary in his tasteg and, I think, 
reads but little. He is never intruded 
upon. His secretary, whose name is 
Keazer, is a pleasant faced, thoroughly 
Intelligent man. 


"There are two camps for the rank 


and file of the Uoer prisoners. Broad 
Bottom, which is 1,500 feet above the 
level of the sea, accommodates 2,000 
men, 
and at Deadwood, 2,000 feet 


above sea level, 2,600 are housed. Both 
encampments are surrounded by a dou- 
ble line of barbed wire fence aad are 
guarded by about 1,000 men. The pris- 
oners live mostly in huts built by 
themselves and constructed of empty 
packing cases and kerosene tins. The 
only restriction made is that they shall 
be portable in order to move from 
place to place and arranged in regular 
lines. 


"The rations consist of one pound of 


fresh meat five days in the week and a 
Lke amount of preserved meat on the 
other two. They are given 1% pounds 
of bread each day, together with vege- 
tables and condiments, sugar, coffee, 
etc. 'All the provisions served are of 
the very best 


"There has been no sickness among 


the prisoners. 
Many of them wfere 


Buffering from enteric fever when they 
arrived, but this was speedily stamped 
out. There was a severe epidemic of 
influenza recently, to which many of 
the islanders succumbed. There were 
ao cases, however, among the Boers. 


"The prisoners amuse themselves in 


many ways. They are very fond of 
cricket and football. 
They have a 


recreation hall, in which their musical 
club frequently gives concerts. They 
have among them a musical composer 
named Schumann, who claims to be a 
collateral descendant of the great com- 
poser. He has written a Boer hymn 
since nis capivity. 


"There are many tradesmen among 


them, ' ad they are constantly encour- 
aged to ply their trades. They carve 
napkin rings from beef bones and make 
fine walking sticks, for which they 
are granted material from the govern- 
ment forests. We recently had an ex- 
hibition of articles manufactured by 
the prisoners, and it was highly cred- 
itable. 


"There are few relics of the great 


Napoleon remaining at St Helena. We 
have at the government house his 
bookcase, two cabinets and pier glass- 
es. Some 18 months ago Miss Bagley 
died at tre age of 91 years. She saw 
the grestc emperor land, saw his fu- 
neral and witnessed the exhumation of 
his body."

Fresh Details of General Fun. 


ston's Desperate Expedition.

Hade In Badcness on TTn- 


known Coast For Perilous March 
to Pal&itwn—Rotstc Taken la V'p a 
PrecipttouaTrall—Unsus&ectiES Po« 
an EAST Captive. 
Fresh, from their station in the coun- 


try to vae north a company of Maoabe- 
be scouts, belonging to the Philippine 
service of the United States, led by 
Captain Hazzard and First Lieutenant 
Hazzard, appeared in Manila about the 
beginning of March, says the New York 
Herald's correspondent, writing from 
Manfla under date of April 15. 


i Among the gossips of this metropolis 
nothing of mwh a nature goes unno- 
ticed, and-as in the course of time va- 
rious sorts of rifles, Mausers, Reming- 
tons and Krag-Jorgensens were called 
Into recjuisitioB conjecture was rife. 
1 Brigadier General Funston, known to 
all by reputaflon, went do~wn from Ma- 
'uila to Cavity on a small army tug on 
'March 4 and boarded the Yicksburg. 
Such.an unusual visit attracted atten- 
,tion, but as General Funston saw only 
,the commanding officer of the Vicks- 
burg nothing became known. The ship, 
however, got under way the next after- 
coon and steamed up to Manila. 


The cert day eaw a tug towing a cas- 


co, or Filipino lighter, filled with na- 
tives, cesoe alongside. On the tug were 
General, Funston and his aid, First 
Lieutenant Mitchell; Captain Hazzard 
antl his brother, First Lieutenant Haz- 
zard; Captain Newton, 81 Macabebes, 
four Tagalos and a Spaniard named 
Segovia. The Macabebes brought their 
blankets, rice, something over 100 
rounds of ammunition apiece and the 
omnipresent matches and cigarettes. 


The officers were quartered some In 


the cabin and others in the ward- 
room. The Macabebes were given a 
compartment cleared on the gun deck 
amidships. The Tagalos at first held 
aloof from the Macabebes, who were 
in khaki uniforms, but became more 
cordial as the latter, assuming a new 
character, shifted into insurgent uni- 
forms of blue jean or blue and white 
or all white, with all sorts of hats or no 
hats at all, barefoot or with an old pair 
of shoes. Officers and men allowed 
their beards to grow, and the officers 
gradually took on the characters of pri- 
vates, wearing slouch hats, blue shirts, 
khaki trousers, leggings and shoes. 


The expedition left Manila about 8 


o'clock that evening, March -6, and 
about 10 o'clock on the night of March 
13, with all lights screened, the Vicks- 
burg^ entered 
Kasiguran 
bay • and 


dropped anchor 500 yards from shore. 
She was ten miles south of Kasiguran. 
Three boats were lowered and General 
Funston and his party were landed. 
A few hours later the ship got under 
way and quickly passed beyond the 
headlands. 


The barefooted party on shore, with- 


out blankets and with only a Jiandf ul 
of rice apiece, were first drenched by a 
hard rain and then lay down on the 
beach to sleep or rest as they might till 
daylight. Starting at dawn along the 
windings of the shore they made the 
20<miles to Kasiguran in the afternoon. 
They remained there two days, gather- 
ing provisions and hiring native car- 
riers to transport the provisions along 
the trail. 


It Was a remarkable exhibition of 


bravery on the part of General Funston. 
and his officers, landing In a compara- 
tively unknown region, 
practically 


without provisions or reserve of am- 
munition and trusting their lives to 
people who had been treacherous once 
and might be so again. 


The American officers were acting the 


role of prisoners of war captured to the 
southward. Hilario, acting commander 
of the expedition, was a Tagalo and 
had been one of Aguinaldo's officers. 
He had been treacherous to his former 
chief. Cecilio, the guide, was at that 
moment performing an act of treach- 
ery, for he had been sent by Agnlnaldo 
to deliver letters aad guide back re-en- 
forcements »o him. The state of the

taia Nevuoa, however, had been In 
Kasiguran before, and the shores of 
the bay were fairly well known to him. 


Of the participants m the desperate 


undertaking little need be said. De- 
spite a spell of seasickness covering 
nearly the whole time at sea, General 
Funston had gone over the side of the 
ship as cheerfully as if going to a wed- 
ding. In the faces of the two Haz- 
zards firmness and determination could 
be read. The elder remarked that the 
enterprise could not be more desperate 
than, others he had engaged in for less- 
er game. Lieutenant Mitchell is of a 
calm, serene temperament. If he felt 
any misgivings about the expedition, 
be never showed it. Captain Newton 
went at it with a light heart, said "by 
by," shook hands with his left hand 
with absolute nonchalance and almost 
pirouetted away. 


Another important character on the 


expedition was the Spaniaid, Segovia. 
Nominally the interpreter, ue weighed 
the fears and doubts of the Macabebes 
and Tagalos and was faithful to a de- 
gree. Things apparently going wrong 
jwith the natives were quickly righted 
in his presence. An old sergeant of the 
Macabebes. the watchdog of the party, 
kept his own counsel, except to his offi- 
cers, the two Ilazzards, to whom he 
communicated every circumstance in 
the least degree suspicious. 


In spite of all precautions, a Negrito 


had seen the ship and boats and had 
hastened to Kasiguran with the news. 


When the party arrived, tlie town T?aa 
•h alarm, many of the people having 
taken to the hills. But Segovia and 
Hilario reassured them. If the ship 
had landed any soldiers, they would 
have seen them, as they themselves 
Jad passed ever that ground i^t long 
afterward. 


Willie they were recuperating for the 


inarch of 90 miles or so a messenger 
was dispatched to Aguinaldo with a 
carefully prepared letter, bearing the 
forged signature of General Lacuna. 
It commended .the, party, to the favor-

able notice of the Filipino leader. 


The trail from Kgsiguran to Palanan 


is mostly ajong the seashore. From 
bowlder to bowlder, up precipices, 
across rivers and streams, the party, 
struggled along perhaps the worst path 
In the island. Agruiaaldo's thirty-sec- 
ond birthday was the 22&, and he bad 
purposely prolonged the accompanying 
festivities until the arrival of th& eager- 
ly looked for re-enforcements. 
The 


presidente of Kasiguran was there, and 
so was the Kasiguran band. 


Just before reaching Palanan the 


party halted, worn out. None but the 
strongest was in condition to proceed, 
and word was sent to Aguinaldo that 
they were out of provisions. Shellfish 
pulled from the rocks had served for 
one meal for all hands. The reply to 
the message served a doable purpose. 
Food was sent to them, provjngr that 
their mission was unsuspected. They, 
were also told to treat the American 
prisoners well. 


That the Tagalo carriers did not sus- 


pect the Macabebee of being such is 
one of the most remarkable things of 
the expedition. To be sure, all whc 
went with General Funston could 
speak the Tagalog tongue, but that 
they should never lapse into their na- 
tive language was beyond expectation. 
Following the American system, they, 
had been trained to answer "Here!" at 
roll call. Tt>'« had to be changed to 
the -Spanish "Presenter to suit then? 
new character. 


Aguinaldo gent further Instructions 


not to bring the prisoners into Pala- 
nan, but to leave them on the shore, 
ten miles away, where he was having 
some bouses erected/or their accom- 
modation. His object was to remain 
hidden still. The officers, with a guard, 
were accordingly left behind. But aft- 
er the advance of the expedition had 
gone on a letter from Aguinaldo, forg- 
ed, of course, came back ordering the 
rear party to follow. This was rea* 
aioud, and the rear party started along. 


When about five miles from PalananT 


on the 23d, the advance was met by ten 
of Aguinaldo's own guards, who came 
to relieve the party left with the pris- 
oners in order that all the re-enforce- 
ments might enter the town and take 
part in the festivities. 
These guards 


were delayed long enough in congratu- 
lation and palaver to enable a messen- 
ger to be sent to warn the rear party, 
to hide, which they promptly did. 
Aguinaldo's party proceeded past them, 
to the houses in. course of erection, 
which they could not reach for two 
fcours. Thus a clear gain on them of 
four hours was effected. The march, 
was now hastened, and the advance 
under Hilario and Segovia entered the 
town in the middle of the afternoon. 


Aguinaldo's bodyguard of about 40 


men and the band were drawn up in 
front of his house to receive them with 
all honor. They marched along the 
front and were halted, the guard pre- 
senting arms. Hilario and Segovia en- 
tered the house. While Hilario received 
the congratulations of Aguinaldo on bla 
successful enterprise Segovia returned 
and shouting: "The time of the Maca- 
bebes has come! Fire!" the latter 
opened fire. Only a few of the guns 
had eijtridges, but enough took effect 
to stampede the bodyguard and in- 
habitants of the town. Although the fir- 
Ing continued spasmodically for 15 
minutes few were killed. The band- 
master was hit six times, but still lives. 


Colonel Villa, Aguinaldo's chief, of 


staff, jumped out of a window and was 
pursued to the river by Segovia. He 
was shot through the body and hand. 
His wounds are now healed. Anothet 
colonel was presumably killed while 
crossing the river. Dr. Santiago Bar- 
celona was taken prisoner without be- 
ing wounded, and some officers who 
were with Aguinaldo when the firing 
began made their escape. 


Hilario threw his arms about the lat- 


ter and told him he was prisoner to the 
Americans. 
He thought when the 


firing began that it was a joke and* 
ordered them to stop. Some of the 
Macabebes' bullets came into Agui- 
naldo's house, compelling him and Hila- 
rio to lie down. The arrival of General 
Funston and his officers restored quiet. 
The wounds of the prisoners were 
dressed by the officers, and all took a 
needed rest without interference from 
outside the town, though precautions 
were taken against a night attack. 
They remained in Palanan two days, 
while food was collected, and on 
March 25 the march was begun for the 
bay of Palanan, distant about five 
miles. The Vicksburg, which had been 
cruising here, was sighted and at once 
took the party on board. 


The Vicksbnrg entered Manila bay at 


night on March 27 with all lights out 
or screened. 
General Funston and 


Aguinaldo were taken very secretly the 
nest morning in a steam launch and 
landed at the governor's palace. The 
news was officially given out in the 
afternoon.

WONDERS IM BONES. 


feonie Oarlottv Facts In O«seon« Stvne- 


tore liittle Dreamed Of. 


Exhibited in a glass case in the Na- 


tional museum at Washington there U a 
bone—A human tibia—tied in a knot. It 
bas been rendered thus flexible by soaking 
in acid, which has dissolved out of it all 
its mineral parts* leaving only the animal 
portion. This portion makes about one- 
third ot the bone, which fact might sur- 
prise some people who suppose that their 
bones are almost wholly lime. 


"There are fanny things about bones 


ether than fvnpy bones," said an ostcol- 
ogist connected with the Smithsonian in- 
etitutifa. 'Tot example, the bones of 
birds are hollow and fijled with warm air 
from the lungs; so it may be said that a 
bird breathes down to its toes and to the 
tip of its witjfs. In fact, if you break off 
the wing of a. duck the animal can actual- 
ly breathe through the broken end of the 
bone, thougft you hold its head under wa- 
ter. Some af the gigantic reptiles of the 
mesozoic epoch, which some scientists 
claini to hive been the ancestors of man, 
bad hollow bones, similarly filled with air 
from the lungs, for the support of their 
bodies in the water while they browsed 
upon seaweeds near shore, their massive 
and solid leg brnes serving them as 
anchors in a depth about sufficient to cov- 
jer their backs. 


"People continually imagine that their 


bones are of solid mineral construction, 
(without any feeling in them. No one 
jwho has ever had a leg or an arm cut off 
is likely to indulge such a mistaken no- 
tion. Comparatively spaaklng, little pain 
is felt when t';e flesh if being cut through, 
Trot when the bone is attacked by the 
Saw, oh, my! 


"You see, as a matter of fact, there are 


blood vessels ard nerves inside the bones, 
just as there E'-e outaida. Any one who 
bas purchased a beefsteak at the market 
knows about ;he marrow in the bone. It 
is the same with other animals than the 
beef, including human beings. Through 
the marrow run the perves and blood ves- 
ftela, entering the bones teom the fiesh 
.without by little holes, which you can sea 
tor yourself any time by examining a 
•keleton or part of one1. 


"Nature adapts the bony structure of 


Various animals to their habits in a very 
interesting manner. 
Sluggish creatures 


like the sloth have solid hones, where&i 
the bones of the dwr and the antelope are 
comparatively Ifght, so tbat they may run 
fast, and the leg bones of the ostrich are 
bollow. You will find in the bones of any 
•kelson the Application of mechanical 
principles whieii hate only become known 
to man throagj; the processes of laborious 
•nd lonf coMi'dere'd invention. In your 
own shoulder you have a most beautiful 
»nd perfect Mtnstration of the <ball and

Formality In SttuERns; Birds. 


At the Harvard Zoological masetun 


In Cambridge Mr. C. C. WUlonghby, 
one of the museum attendants, baa 
tried an lateroatiag espferiment In th« 
mounting oi «».rJs. Every one is- fam- 
iliar with tha ordinary method, in 
which the fo?rds in formal potation! 
stand on mf* coffi-eational twigs. By 
means of patient personal stud^ and 
instantaneous photographs a, knowl- 
edge of how birds really place tbem^ 
selves upon tbe trees they frequentj 
has been obtained. Real tree branches 
are used, and the greatest pains arai 
taken to mount the birds In the most 
lifelike posltjoas possible. The resull 
is rather startling at first. On enter- 
Ing the room in the university museum 
set aside for this special collection the 
visitor almost believes for the momenl 
that he is looking at living birds. 
There will be, for instance, a group of 
warblers in all their characteristici 
positions; the rob'ns are apparently 
just ready to seize an early worm,j 
while the screech owls seem on tha 
point of proving the reasonableness of! 
their name. 


To secure a more pronounced effect 


the cases, each with its special group 
of birds, have been sunk in the walls 
with clear sheets of plate glass in 
front. They ar» if course hermetically, 
sealed to guard against vermin, the 
enemy of taxidero».ists and bird col- 
lectors alike. Taxidermists nave been 
very much interested in the work be- 
ing done in Cambridge, and it is 
thought tbat with the increasing 
knowledge coming from "bird walks" 
and other means of bird study DOW so 
fashionable as a result of the work of 
the various Audubon societies and nat- 
ural history clubs and by a careful1 
study of good photographs tbe new 
method of mounting will be generally, 
adopted by museums everywhere and 
that stuffed birds will cease to be, as 
they have been for so long, the object 
of artistic dc rision.

The Univeraslis t church was filled 


last evening for the address on "The 
ethics or trade rrions," deiivpwd liy 
President George Gunton of theinsti- 
tmte of social economics of New York. 
This was the sixth of the series of 
ethical lectures, and was the best at- 
tended and most practically interest- 
ing of the series. President 
Gunto'n 


pointed out clearly and emphatically 
the good and bad of labor unions, 
dwelling- at length en the possibilities 
in their good points, and describing 
what he conceived to be the next steo 
in industrial organization, the forma- 
tion of a board of arbitration for every 
industrial community. 


In beginning his 
address, 
which 


occupied considerably 
over an hour, 


President Gunton congratulated 
the 


city of North Adams on havine a 
church and a pastor who -would unite 
to open the church to an address on 
labor unions on Sunday evening, say- 
ing that the time was still in iremcvv 
when such a thing would not be do:ie. 
"The world do move,'' said President 
Gunton. 


Ethics, he said, is not a theory, or a 


creed, it is the good in human kind, 
and has to do with action. Therefore 
in the ethics of trade unions we cortsid 
er their conduct, judging them by the 
standard of its helpfulness and serv- 
ice to the community. 
This does not 


mean that the unions shall have never 
done anything amiss, for we are not 
yt arrived at that stage of human per 
faction when any organization 
can 


work without any mistakes. 


Trade unions are a. social institu- 


tion. Perhaps today corporations and 
trade unions are the two most im- 
portant associations in modern society 
One is the union 
of capitalists, 
the 


other of laborers. Because we 
are 


prone to see only the evil in organiza- 
tions or institutions with which we 
are not in sympathy, some look at the 
trade unions as all bad, While others 
look at the conjurations as 
all bad. 


Membzers of coroprationsareapttolook 
upon trade 
unions as 
meddlesome, 


tyrannous, and as restricting the free- 
dom af labor. Union men see as mans 
bad features to corporations. But in 
speaking of trade unions alone it is 
essential that we form correct judg- 
ments, for nothing is worse than to 
fool ourselves. 


The trade union is a necessary so 


cial institution. It has come of 
its 


own force, because it was needed, be- 
cause there was something for such 
an organization to do. Modern progress 
depends largely upon 
organization, 


without which we should return to the 
simple state of social life when bar- 
barism prevailed. The question of the 
value of organization is accepted The 
present question is as to • the value of 
the trade organization. 


The time wag when the trade union 


was looked upon as u a-American. It 
was said that it took away the free- 
dom of the laborer. There was and is 
a feeling that every person has a right 
to make his own contracts and to main 
tain his individual rights. Twenty-five 
years ago when the legislature of this 
state passed the 10 hour day law T 
was brought to Adams as a result of 
the statements of a manufacturer of 
that town ,who thought that the pro- 
posed law was all wrong. The laborer 
in Adams were then working 12 hours 
a day, even children eight or nine 
years old. 


The workers were without this very 


right of contract, There isn't an oper- 
ative in any mill in Massachusetts 
who can make for himseli an indenen- 
dent contract, stating hovi many hours 
he shall work. The employer cannot 
make a contract which 
allots 
the 


operative to say how many hours his 
machinery shall be run. The manager 
must decide upon the hours for run- 
ning his machinery, and hire men ac- 
cordingly. That is the only way it can 
be done, and so the men who are em- 
ployed are unable to make individual 
contracts, all working- under the same 
conditions. 


Finally, the laborers saw that since 


conditons came by the 
group, 
th' 


only way they could act OA those con- 
ditions would be by the group. There- 
fore the unions came in as the natural 
and necassary way for men to act. 


At the time this 10 hour law was 


piassed the Manufacturers expressed 
the fear that manufacturing would be 
driven out of the state, but althr ugh 
this was 25 years ago. no calamity has 
so far come on that account. Manfac- 
turers and operatives alike are bene- 
fittsd by it. 


So far as Bunions are necessary, they 


are inevitable. It is, however, in or- 
der to review their history, and see 
whether they really contribute tc the 
welfare of the laborer. An institution 
is -worthy of preservation if it h~as 
more good joints than bad points, 
and the balance of the facts in 
the 


case will answer our Question. 


The trade unions have both bad and 


good points. Sometimes they give ex- 
amples of the most consummate follv, 
but so do other organizations. And it 
we are to judge on the basis of mis- 
takes, the trade union has a right to 
make more than other organizations, 
because they have had the least op 
portunity. 


But they do something else than 


mistakes. In the first place, 


they always stand for some improve- 


, ment in, the condition of their class. 
I Any society whose object is always to 


see that the children are allowed a 
chance for education, that the men 
and women are given time for develop- 
ment, cannot always be wrong. The 
primal object of the organization's to 
benefit the class, to secure for them 
those things wliich will never come to 
them till they are demanded. 


What is given as charity will usual- 


ly be wasted. But when you see a 
community go through the direst Hard 
ships for the sake of a five per cent 
increase in wages, or a half an hour 
shorter workday is moral guarantee 
tha£ what is gained thereby will be 
wisely used. 


"When the unions decide what is nec- 


essary, <hey resolve to raake it a little 
more convenient for tlw corporations 
'to grant the request than to refuse it. 


And therefore they get it. And one 
°f the most striking- features of it is 
that -when workingrncu. lose they at 
least hold their own, and when they 
win, 
they win 
forever. When 
the 


workingrmen secure an extra half hour 
for themselves, they get It also 
for 


their childreir and succeeding- genera- 
tions. 


But there is another side to 
the 


trade unions. They are human and 
often ignorant. Their leaders have to 
curb rashness and^tJeaUwath inexperience 
That is thsir problem. 
The 
trade 


unions have came to be recognized as 
never before. The average manufac- 
turer m Massachusetts does not nlan 
to break up the trade unions any more_ 
The question is, shall the labor unions 
justify .has acceptance? 


I have seen many strikes, and taken 


part m the settlement of several, and 
I know that the workmgmen xisuaUy 
begin their demands with the intention 
of being- conservati%'e, and with their 
leaders holding them back from rasli- 
ness. But stHkes 
ate otten 
made 


worse by the bad manners of the em- 


, ployers. One 
of the most disastrous 


i strikes ;n th • history of Fall Biver was 


the result of the bad manners of a 
mill treasurer v-rho was less of a gentle 
man tha.ii his own weavers. If he had 
when they sought a conference with 
him recognized the principle of democri 
tic fairness, the strike might have been 
averted. 


Employers have to learn that unions 


are not only legitimate but Heritable, 
On the other hand the unions 
must 


learn to keep their word, learn to live 
up t0 their contracts, learn to stand 
by 
whatever bargains they or their 


agents have made. This brings out the 
used that they shall be represented bv 
their attest men. men able to make 
agreem-ints which the unions can keep 
without loss. There have been several 
instances of late where the cause of 
labor unionism has recpived a 
b'ac.k 


eye because the union men broke t/ielr 
..0-e;rn int. One instance was at the j 
time of miners strike where the Ooera 
tives of a certain concern had a defi- 
nite agreement not to strike fOp any . 
cause for a year withoxit first sub- 
mitting the ca?e to> arbitration. Yet 
under pressure from the miners abouf 
them they broke 
this 
agreement. 


There was an almost exactly similar 
caes at the time of the Albany 
car 


strlke_ 
' 


"We ^>ften hear discussions of arbi- 


tration.r It is an excellent thing. But 
there is always one difficulty with it. 
We get the trouble started before ar- 
bitration steps in.' And after a strike 
has begun' there is very lutle hope of 
successful arbitration. So while an ex- 
cellent thing- 
in theory 
arbitration 


very rarely accomplishes anything. It 
must come before both sides get on 
their dignity,- for when that happens 
there are points which neither 
side 


will concede. 


One feature of the trade unions that 


is very encouraging is their tendency 
to take on the trust or syndicate fea- 
ture through their national org-aniza-1 
tions. Many manufactures object 
tflf 


have a conference in a far distant citv 
deckle what their employes shall do, 
But in this way cool judgment is se- 
cured. A.n example of the beneficiK.it 
effects of this was shown when Pres- 
ident Mitchell of the 
mine 
workers 


organization was able to 
meet 
J. 


Pierpont Morgan, one representing- all 
the miners and the other all the em- 
ployers, and settle the,- differences be- 
tween them without trouble. 


There is one more step- that remains 


to be taken, if both capital and labor 
will recognize that organize tion is not 
only legitimate but the best and most 
efficient method of flealinr. The next 
step is not less but more organization. 
It is a step that shall secure efficient 
arbitration before a-, strike has been 
begun. 
Arbitration must come before the 


open rupture and by men who under- 
stand the subject with which, they are 
dealing. It cannot be secured by call- 
ing in the Ia:»;.er and doctor and par- 
son, but demands men in whose judg- 
ment there is confidence. 


This calls for a third organization, a 


mutual one, in which both labor and 
capital shall be equally represented. 
Sunpcse that here in 'North Adams 
all the employers and all the laborers 
had a mutual organization with eo.ua! 
representation. No grievance on either 
F"le should be acted upon till it had 
i. n approved bv this 
organization, 


whoss «decision both sides should b« 
t-Tbdyed to accent. That 
would do 


n_r.re than anything else to head off 
stril.es which now result from misun- 
fX»rsffipnSinigs 
>amd bad manners. It 


would constititue a permanent indus- 
trial senate of which there are alreadv 
a few in operation anc1 which would 
pre 'ent many of the strikes which now 
tafe ' lace. 


FOR DEFENSE IN MURDER CASE 


OTHER SUNDAY SERVICES 


Lawyer J. P. Magenis Assigned as 


Counsel for Defendant 


Thomas J. Burns comes before the 


superior court in Boston today to an- 
swer to the charge of murder. 
The 


case is of especial local interest from 
the fact that James P. Magenis, former 
ly of this city, has been assigned to 
defend him. This was in answer to a 
request from Burns that counsel be 
assigned him. 


Burns- has confessed to the killing of 


his wife. 
The crime was committed 


late in the afternoon of March 6. The 
couple had been married onlv a abort 
time. Burns lost 
his position and 


owing to the futility-of his efforts to 
obtain employment, it is said he be- 
came despondent. His wife went to 
live with her mother, which seemed to 
anger him. 


Early in the day 'of 
the 
murder 


Burns called at the house, remaining 
until 4, and when he left he remarked 
that he would return about 7. He 
visited a barroom, where he had sev- 
eral drinks, and then purchased a 
razor at a second-hand store. He re- 
turned shortly after 5, and going up- 
stairs to the apartments of his mother 
in-law rapped on the door and asked 
his wife to come out into the entry, as 
he wished to talk with her. 


"I don't know, I'll see about it," was 


the reply Burns says she made. 


Thereupon he pulled the razor from 


his pocket and mads a thrust at his 
wife. He Inflicted deep wounds in her 
forehead and throat, from which she 
soon died. Burns then left the house 
and met Patrolmen Hughes and Gam- 
mons. The patrolmen saw the bloody 
condition tof Burns' hands and asked 
him what fight he hac! taken active 
part in. 


Btirns was excited and 
exclaimed: 


"I've done it. I've killed my wife." 


It is possible that Burns will plead 


guilty of murder in the second degree, 
and that the plea will be accepted by 
the government,. 


The musical service at St. John's

"The common interest of church and 
labor m the Sababth." Last evening 
he treated of the church's 
interest, 


speaking especially of the responsibil- 
ity of the church for the proper obser- 
vance of Sunday as a Sabbath day. 
He referred to the relationship that is 
always found to exist between the re- 
gard for the higher uses of the Sab- 
bath and morality. The questions of 
exorcise and recreation ars for the in- 
dividual to decide for himself, but the 
maintenance of the Sabbath as a day 
for the repose of the heart is a. respon- 
sibility of the church. Next Sunday 
evening Mr. Tenney will speak of la- 
bor's interest in the Sabbath.
